Duffy and his team of model builders 
have been working on several scale _iting 
models of LEGO sets to use in shop 
displays around the country. They 
have produced models of LEGO figures. 
ranging from firemen and policemen to 
the knights from the castle sets, All 
these figures are 1 : 20 scale models or 
in other words 20 times bigger than the 
figurgs you can buy in the shops 
Gareth, one of the model building 
team, has been working on a model of 
the Mobile Crane set No. 6361. The 
finished model is 366m long 144m wide 
and the jib will rise up 45m in the air. 
Because the model is so large and uses 
around 60,000 LEGO bricks ithas been built “ap 
around an iron frame to make sure itis 
strong enough for travelling around the 
country between exhibitions.
